PRIZES FOR CLINICAL PAPERS BY STUDENTS 
AND NEWLY QUALIFIED PRACTITIONERS 
The Council of the British Medical Association has 
decided to offer prizes for short clinical papers by fourth 
and subsequent year medical students and newly qualified 
practitioners, under the heading ‘‘ Describe three cases 
of medical interest which have been under your care and, 
for each case, discuss differential diagnosis, aetiology, 
methods of prevention (where available), treatment, and 
prognosis.’’ For this purpose the medical schools of the 
British Empire have been grouped by the Council as 

follows :

For each group a prize consisting of a certificate signed 
by the President of the Association, together with a cheque 
for £10, will be available. Each clinical paper, which must 
not exceed 3,500 words (equivalent to about 24 pages 
of the British Medical Journal), will be adjudicated 
upon by examiners appointed by the Council from among 
members of the Association not resident in the area of the 
group in question. If in the case of any group no clinical 
paper received is considered by the examiners to be 
deserving of a prize, no prize will be awarded in that 
group. Each paper must be plainly written or typed on 
foolscap (one side only), and reach the Medical Secretary, 
British Medical Association House, Tavistock Square, 
London, W.C.1, not later than April 15th, 1933. Each 
paper must be signed by a pseudonym only, and be 
accompanied by a signed statement that it has been the 
bona fide work of the competitor, and in what capacity 
he or she comes within the definition (as above) of those 
eligible to compete, together with particulars of his or her 
full name, pseudonym, address, medical school, and (if 
on Medical Register) month and year in which the exam- 
ination qualifying for registration was passed.

SIR CHARLES HASTINGS CLINICAL PRIZE 


The Sir Charles Hastings Clinical Prize, which consists 
of a certificate and a money award of fifty guineas, is 
again open for competition in respect of 1933. The 
following are the regulations governing the award: 


1. The prize is established by the Council of the British 
Medical Association for the promotion of systematic observa- 
tion, research, and record in — practice ; it includes 
a@ money award of the value of fifty guineas. 


- 2. Any member of the Association who is engaged in general 
practice is eligible to compete for the prize. 


8. The work submitted must include personal observations 
and experiences collected by the candidate in general practice, 
and a high order of excellence will be required. If no essay 
entered is of sufficient merit no award will be made. 


4. Essays, or whatever form the candidate desires his work 
to take, must be sent to the British Medical Association House, 
Tavistock Square, London, W.C.1, not later than December 
31st, 1932, and the prize will be awarded at the Annual 
General Meeting of the Association to be held in July, 1933. 


5. No study or essay that has been Se in the medical 
press or elsewhere will be considered eligible for the prize, and 
a contribution offered in one year cannot be accepted in any 
subsequent year unless it includes evidence of further work. 


6. If any question arises in reference to the cligibility of 
the candidate, or the admissibility of his or her essay, the 
decision of the Council on any such point shall be final. 


7. Each essay must be typewritten or printed, must be 
distinguished by a motto, and must be accompanied by a 
sealed envelope marked with the same motto, and enclosing 
the candidate’s name and address. 


8. The writer of the essay to whom the prize is awarded 
may, on the initiative of the Science Committee, be requested 
to prepare a paper on the subject for publication in the 
British Medical Journal, or for presentation to the appropriate 
Section of the Annual Meeting of the Association. 


9. Inquiries relative to the prize should be addressed to the 
Medical Secretary.

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ANNUAL EXHIBITION OF SURGICAL 
INSTRUMENTS AND APPLIANCES, 

DRUGS, FOODS, BOOKS, ETC. 

[CONCLUDING NorTIcE] 
The following notes are in continuation of those published 
last week. 
SuRGICAL INSTRUMENTS 

A comprehensive selection of instruments (including many 
original designs made at the suggestion of leading surgeons), 
all of British manufacture and fine workmanship, was shown 
Down Brothers, Ltd. (21-23, St. Thomas’s Street, S.E.1). 
The newest additions included an abdominal retractor for 
ecological surgery and a bone clamp for fractures with 
a special gripping mechanism—both of which have lately 
peen described and illustrated in these columns. The exhibits 
ranged from sterilizing units and operation tables to scissors 
and hypodermic needles. An improved model of the Arnold 
operation table, mounted on an oil-pump base, and giving 
the Trendelenburg position, was the most prominent exhibit 
by Arnold and Sons (50-52, Wigmore Street, W.1). Another 
item was a combined set of illumination instruments for eye, 
ear, nose, and throat. A feature at the stand of the Holborn 
Surgical Instrument Co., Ltd. (26, Thavies Inn, E.C.1), was 
“armour plate’’ glass for table tops, and at intervals the 
exhibition resounded with clangs the shock of which would 
have shattered ordinary glass to fragments, but from which 
this appeared to be immune. An operation table, with foot 
mechanism for tilting, was also on view. John Weiss and 
Son, Ltd. (287, Oxford Street, W.1), in addition to their 
ophthalmic section (separately noticed), had a large range of 
forceps, clips, knives, clamps, bone instruments, retractors, 
and needle holders in every design to meet surgical necessity. 
New models of blood-pressure apparatus were also shown. 
The principal exhibit by Allen and Hanburys, Ltd. (48, 
Wigmore Street, W.1), was the St. Bartholomew’s operation 
table, with divided trunk section and a new patent locking 
device for automatically fixing the table in any position. 
Attention was also drawn to a new illuminated retractor and 
suction tube combined. New models of laryngoscopes and 
bronchoscopes and other forms of viewing apparatus were 
exhibited by the | Genito-Urinary Manufacturing Co., 
Ltd. (284, Devonshire Street, W.1), together with a valuable 
range of instruments for urological surgery, including a new 
bladder retractor and a new irrigating cystoscope. In an 
operation table shown by Mayer and Phelps (59-61, New 
Cavendish Street, W.1) the outstanding features were rigidity 
in any plane, the method of obtaining the Trendelenburg 
position with perfect safety to the patient, and the improved 
lumbar bridge, which formed an integral part of the table. 
A head-rest designed for endoscopic work and for nasal opera- 
tions in the sitting posture was another interesting exhibit. 
British Surgical Industries, Ltd. (14, Regent Street, S.W.1), 
had a special display of hypodermic needles and syringes, 
the barrels of the syringes being made of British glass and 

the needles drawn from high-grade Sheffield steel. 


DiaGNostic INSTRUMENTS AND LaBoraTORY EQUIPMENT 

- Sphygmomanometers of various descriptions were shown by 
Hawksley and Sons, Ltd. (83, Wigmore Street, W.1), also 
haemoglobinometers (after Haldane and others), stethoscopes, 
including a new binaural design, and microscopes and acces- 
sories for the laboratory. <A set of psychological test appa- 
ratus, including reaction-time instruments, stop watches, and 
colour rotators, added to an interesting display. The tycos 
sphygmomanometer, in both portable and stand types, was 
again shown by Short and Mason, Ltd. (Walthamstow), 
with a variety of thermometers—clinical and for recording 
Toom temperature—and a sensitive recording barometer giving 
magnified readings of minute changes of atmospheric pressure. 
A new model of sphygmomanometer was also shown by 
Braun of Melsungen, whose agents in this country are Adair, 
Dutt and Co., Ltd. (Mortimer House, W.1). A large range 
of instruments for use in the laboratory, including analytical 
and physical balances, weights, centrifuges, an instrument for 
feading the colour index, another for determining the rate of 
solution or of disintegration of compressed tablets, apparatus 
for testing for arsenic, and proteinometers for cerebro-spin.l 


fluid and urine, made up an exhibit of great interest to the 
laboratory worker at the stand of Baird and Tatlock, Ltd. 
(14-17, Cross Street, E.C.1). A new kind of water tap for the 
laboratory, eliminating the ridges and corners which make 
cleaning difficult, was also shown. Among the new devices 
in the exhibition, although not coming strictly within this 
section, was the new ampoule of the Glaxo Laboratories, 
which opens swiftly and easily without splintering, and has 


no dead space in which part of the solution may accumulate 


and become unavailable. 


LicatTuRES, DRESSINGS, PLASTERS 

Attention was drawn by British Surgical Industries, Ltd. 
(14, Regent Street, S.W.1), to their range of sterile surgical cat- 
gut and other ligatures, the ligatures being supplied in various 
packings. The London Hospital Ligature Department, Ltd. 
(London Hospital, E.1), also had an exhibit of sterile ligatures 
and sutures, in which the fineness and safety of the catgut were 
exemplified. B. Braun (Melsungen), already mentioned, showed 
Kuhn’s catgut, which is supplied sterile only in the interior of 
the threads, the final sterilization having to be made before 
use in the hospital or clinic. Wilson Rubber Co., Ltd. 
(Slough), had an interesting exhibit solely concerning gloves 
and seamless pure rubber aprons. John Bell and Croyden 
(50-52, Wigmore Street, W.) devoted one stand entirely to a 
display of sterilized dressings for accouchement and operative 
surgery, offering a compact hermetically sealed unit for each 
of about fifty major and minor operations. The Denver 
Chemical Manufacturing Co. (41, St. Ann’s Road, E.3) 
concentrated on their well-known antiphlogistine poultice, 
which was also exhibited in special preparations with 
ichthyol, picric acid, and betanaphthol. A number of stands 
specialized in plasters and emergency dressings. Edward 
Taylor, Ltd. (Salford), had a first-aid dressing for emergency 
use consisting of medicated gauze pads on strips of antiseptic 
adhesive plaster, also an elastic adhesive bandage for the 
treatment of varicose ulcers, and a zinc oxide plaster. 
T. J Smith and Nephew, Ltd. (Hull), again showed their. 
elastoplast for chronic ulcers of the leg, a preparation which 
has, among other merits, transparency through several layers 
to x rays. They also had semiplast, a half-spread elastoplast, 
and cellona, a gauze bandage impregnated with plaster. by 


a new chemical process. Johnson and Johnson, Ltd. (Slough), 


gav2 prominence to the zo adhesive plaster on\a cartridge 
spool, also to various medicated gauzes, waxed dressings, and 
gloss silk for the dental surgeon ; whiie Fassett and Johnson, 
Ltd. (86, Clerkenwell Road, E.C.1), whose drug exhibit has 
been already noticed, showed Mead’s rubber adhesive and 
Seabury’s zinc oxide plaster. = 


The exhibit which caught the eye at the stand of Theodore 
Hamblin, Ltd. (15, Wigmore Street, W.1), was once again 
the wonderful work of their ophthalmic drawing department, 
which included pictures of the fundus and external diseases. 
Many delicate instruments were also exhibited; including 
various forms of slit-lamps. First place was given to the new 
universal slit-lamp, which can be used on any table, and 
which, though self-contained and portable, has all the adjust- 
ments necessary for slit-lamp microscopy. Among a _ large 
assemblage of fine apparatus shown by Clement Clarke, Ltd. 
(16, Wigmore Street, W.1.), one of the most interesting was 
the synoptophore, as supplied to Moorfields, for training to 
remedy squint. The exhibit included a new training stereo- 
scope and some novel test types. The elaborate lengths to 
which the science of sight-testing can now be carried were 


once more exemplified by C. W. Dixey and Son, Ltd. (19, Old. 


Bond Street, W.1), who showed trial frames and test types in 
great variety. Crossed cylinders, cheiroscopes, prism vergers, 
rotating prisms, axis finders, and wing and arrow tests were 
demonstrated here. Another exhibit was a reading lamp for 
patients with early cataract. The United Kingdom Optical 
Company, Ltd. (Mill Hill), showed further improvements in 
ophthalmic lenses, using British glass. One feature was the 
variety of fused bifocal lenses, suggesting that there is hardly 
anything that can be done in a solid multifocal lens that 
cannot also be done in a fused one. A series of lenses made 
from some new glass permitting shallower curvature was 
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shown. Ophthalmoscopes were the principal instruments 
shown by C. Davis Keeler (47, Wigmore Street, W.1), and 
attention was drawn to a combined ophthalmoscope and 
auriscope, which gives an intense light free from annoying 
reflections. Retinoscopes, trial cases, apparatus for eye- 
muscle tests, focal illuminators, and operating lamps completed 
the exhibit. Rayner and Keeler, Ltd. (100, New Bond Street, 
W.1), placed in the forefront of a full and admirably arranged 
stand their projection scotometer, wherein a spot of light, 
variable in size and colour, can be projected upon a screen 07 
wall, and moved to cover a 30° field around a projection 
fixed spot, thereby enabling very simple recording to be 
done. Two exhibits at this stand were recently the subject 
of illustrated articles in the Journal: one of these was the 
Tudor Thomas luminous retinoscope, incorporating many im- 
provements, including the insertion of a glare shield ; and the 
other was the Foster-Schurr inspection and spit-lamp, a com- 
pact instrument, working from an ophthalmoscope handle, 
and giving an efficient slit, spot light, general and trans- 
illumination with solid glass cone. Down Brothers, Ltd., and 
John Weiss and Son, Ltd., whose main surgical exhibits have 
been noticed, had ophthalmic sections, the former consisting 
largely of ophthalmoscopes, and the latter (that of Weiss) of 
some interesting new instruments and appliances. Among 
them was a scleral marker—an accessory to the igni-puncture 
treatment of detached retina—an instrument recently described 
in the Journal. 


OrTHOPAEDIC AppLIANces, Hospira, Beps, CoRSETRY 

Several of the firms showing surgical instruments also 
showed orthopaedic devices. The Medical Supply Association, 
Ltd. (167-185, Gray’s Inn Road, W.C.1), showed the ‘‘ Shrop- 
shire orthopaedic horse,’’ for operation in congenital disloca- 
tion of the hip, and other plaster tables of their manufacture. 
Other interesting apparatus at this stand was that designed 
and used by Dr. Lorenz Bohler for the treatment of fractures. 
Various other orthopaedic tables and _ portable traction 
apparatus were exhibited, indicating how ingenious have been 
the developments in orthopaedics of recent years. Artificial 
legs and arms in light metal, surgical belts, foot supports, and 
special crutches were shown as usual by W. R. Grossmith, 
Ltd. (12, Burleigh Street, W.C.2), many of them being admir- 
able patterns, and capable of a good range of action. Beckett 
and Bird, Ltd. (8, Bentinck Street, W.1), also had an in- 
teresting display of abdominal supports, surgical corsets, and 
belts ; British Surgical Industries, Ltd., had splints, crutches, 
and similar equipment, and Mayer and Phelps a large assort- 
ment of orthopaedic surgery and fracture apparatus, together 
with hospital furniture in stainless steel. ‘‘ Brighter hospital 
wards ’’ appeared to be the slogan of Hoskins and Sewell, 
Ltd. (Bordesley). By a simple expedient of changing the 
finish of their bedsteads from a black or white to a blue 
enamel, they showed how much more pleasing a hospital ward 
can be made. Their Luxor bedstead was shown, with its 
seven different positions, also ward screens on wheels and 
various other devices for lessening the strain on the nurse 
and increasing the comfort of the patient. Whitfields Bed- 
steads, Ltd. (Bordesley), specialized on their Lawson Tait 
series of bedsteads and cots. Some of the mechanisms were 
extremely ingenious. The single wheeling bedstead was a new 
type—when the foot-end castor was required in action the 
handle could be turned, whatever the weight of the patient, 
with one hand by the nurse. J. Nesbit-Evans and Co. 
(Wednesbury) also had a large exhibit of adjustable and 
easy wheeling bedsteads, with back rests, and, for children’s 
cots, automatically locking side rails. Many examples of 
hospital furniture in tasteful finishings were included in the 
exhibit of Arnold and Sons. Several stands were devoted 
solely to corsetry. The Charnaux Patent Corset Co., Ltd. 
(27, Ridinghouse Street, W.1), showed the corset belt of that 
name, the feature of which is its numerous perforations, pro- 
viding ventilation and allowing activity of the abdominal 
muscles. H. E. Curtis and Son, Ltd. (7, Mandeville Place, 
W.1), showed a new appliance in the shape of an abdominal 
belt and corset in one, giving freedom of movement, and 
remaining firmly in position without the aid of suspenders or 
understraps. S. H. Camp and Co, (252, Regent Street, W.1) 
showed their series of Camp surgical supports, including 
supports for post-operative, post-natal, and other conditions, 
and for the purpose of correcting deformities. Leethems 
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(Twilfit), Ltd. (1, Nicholl Square, E.C.1), also showed 
number of surgical belts and corsets, especially corse : 
for the delicate child, giving the needful back support, 


ELectricaL, X-Ray, Licut, AND Heat Apparatus 

The stand of Watson and Sons (Electro-Medical), Lid 
(43-47, Parker Street, W.C.2), was occupied wholly 
diathermy apparatus. The first place was given to the 
chirotherm, a new type of apparatus designed Specially {op 
surgical diathermy. Here the ordinary tungsten spark- 
which is noisy and requires frequent attention, is Teplaced 
by thermionic valves, which function noiselessly and Without 
trouble. The one machine gives all the current wave forms 
required for cutting skin, fat, and muscle, and secur; 
various degrees of coagulation. The sunic diathermy apparatus 
was also shown by this firm. A portable diathermy apparatys 
suitable for all medical and surgical purposes, including the 
performance of major operations, was shown by Stanley Coy 
Ltd. (39, Gerrard Street, W.1), at a stand where much 
excellent x-ray and electrical apparatus was exhibited, together 
with an infra-red generator and quartz mercury vapour lamps, 
Diathermy apparatus for surgical purposes was shown by the 
Genito-Urinary Manufacturing Co., Ltd. The Philips metal 
x-ray unit, which was the novelty of the exhibition a fey 
years ago, was again shown by Philips Lamps, Ltd. (14, 
Charing Cross Road, W.C.2). The unit is specially desi 
to meet the radiographic requirements of the general practi. 
tioner. A standard unit of the metalix type, in effect a 
model of the junior unit, but covering the whole field of 
radiographic requirement, had not previously been shown g 
the exhibition. A very fine exhibit of radiographs was show 
by the Victor X-ray Corporation, Ltd. (15-19, Cavendish 
Place, W.1), the result of the work of their diagnostic x-rmy 
unit. Other features here were a surgical diathermy unit ang 
a portable electrocardiograph, the latter designed to avoid 
troublesome adjustments. Portable X-Rays Limited (Pow 
Road, Chiswick), who claimed to be the pioneers in %-tay cq 
service, showed by means of models how the apparatus wa 
assembled, and how one small line carrying both electrical anj 
signal wires was led from the car through any convenient 
window to the apparatus, the driver in the car supplying 
the current as and when required by the radiographer. The 
films are developed on the attendant éar, and the finished 
negatives are ready within ten minutes. A stand specializing 
in apparatus for actinotherapy was that of the British 
Hanovia Quartz Lamp Company, Ltd. (Slough). The modes 
included a new one of the Kromayer lamp, shown here for th 
first time, and incorporating a water-cooled quartz bumer, 
stable in operation at almost any angle. Units were show 
embodying two lamps, one for focal and the other for genenl 
irradiation. The accessories included an enlarged range of 
quartz applicators for use with Kromayer lamps in skin and 
orificial application. The titanium alloy arc was presented by 
Titanium and Rare Metals, Ltd. (209B, Great Portland Street, 
W.1), as an entirely new development in the field of ulte 
violet therapy. It was claimed that with this electrode mt 
only was an increase in the violet end of the spectrum fort 
coming, and a greater intensity in the visible region, but als 
a remarkable increase in the infra-red, so that deeper com 
ditions not amenable to ordinary ultra-violet radiation ca 
be treated. A penetration of over 20 mm. was claimed ff 
the titanium alloy arc. The electric heating pads and blankes 
provided by Thermega, Ltd. (51-53, Victoria Street, S.W.1), 
were designed for warmth and alleviation for those suffering 
from rheumatic complaints. An _ electro-radiant heat batt 
shown by this firm consisted of a special sunk couch, leaving 
an open space for the patient’s head. Over the mattress wa 
a special temperature blanket, and an overcage also was fitted 
with heating gear. The constant contact temperature of th 
bath was approximately 100° to 160° F., controlled by 4 
switch at the side of the cage. Sparklets, Ltd., already 
noticed, had an apparatus for the production of carbo 
dioxide snow ; and Ozonair, Ltd. (St. Leonard Street, S.W.1) 
apparatus for the production of ozone, more especially 4 
portable apparatus for medical and surgical use. 


Books 
The dozen bookstalls were attractive as usual. J. and 4 
Churchill (40, Gloucester Place, W.1) were to the fore with 
the Medical Directory, now almost touching its ninetieé 
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and with their ‘“‘ Recent Advances ’’ series, running to 
ut thirty volumes. Edward Arnold and Co. (41, Maddox 
street, W.1) had an excellent selection of new and standard 
textbooks and books for the general practitioner and 

glist. Oxford University Press (Warwick Square, E.C.4) 
owed a large selection of works from its own and_ the 
Clarendon Press, and from the presses of various American 
universities. K. Lewis and Co., Ltd. (Gower Street, 
w.c.l), in addition to new works and new editions, with a 
selection from the Cambridge University Press, had examples 
from their medical stationery and anatomical models depart- 
ments. B. Saunders Co., Ltd. (9, Henrietta Street, 
w.c.2), had a stand of solid works, largely American, 
including the Mayo Clinic reports. Kegan Paul (68, Carter 
Lane, E.C.4) included on their stand the volumes of the 
Anglo-French medical library, each written by a French or 
English specialist ; also a number of works on psychology 
and psycho-analysis. D. Appleton and Co. (34, Bedford 
Street, W-C.2) showed the first volumes of a new work, 
“The Practitioner’s Library of Medicine and Surgery.” 
Bailliére, Tindall and Cox (7 and 8, Henrietta Street, W.C.2) 


exhibited a full range of recent medical books, including, in 
addition to their own publications, those of some sixteen 
other British and American publishing houses. A. Nelson 
and Co., Ltd., in addition to their pharmaceutical exhibition 
already noticed, had a number of books on homoeopathy. 
Finally, our contemporaries, The Lancet and The Practitioner, 
had distinctive stands with their latest numbers. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


Four spas advertised their claims—namely, Torquay, 
Leamington, Buxton, and Harrogate—and handbooks and 
photographs were to be found in profusion. Harrogate 
demonstrated its. various bath treatments by means of a 
small cinematograph. St. Dunstan’s Headquarters (Regent's 
Park) had an exhibit illustrating how their blind biophysical 
assistants are enabled to carry out their work as efficiently 
as those with sight. A Braille milliamperemeter enabled the 
blind assistant to read fractional electric currents by touch. 
A special measure designed by a blind operator for the use 


. of St. Dunstan’s masseurs was for the correct measurement 


and mixing of solutions for ionic medication. There were 
Braille textbooks on anatomy, physiology, and other subjects. 
What can be done to compensate for the parallel infirmity 
was shown at the stand of W. H. Pettifor (11, Victoria Street, 
$.W.1). Here were electrical aids for the deaf, the aids being 
of various pitches and_ possessing different wave-form 
characteristics ; there was also a test instrument enabling 
a prescription to be written for the electrical aid appropriate 
to the individual case. Among the stands mainly devoted 
to the toilet was that which exhibited the famous coal-tar 
soap bearing the name of Wright, another with the dental 
creams and powders of Kolynos Incorporated, and a third 
with the antiseptic tooth paste which goes by the name of 
ipiana, distributed, along with other germicidal preparations, 
by Bristol-Mvers Co., Lid. (211-215, Blackfriars Road, $.E.1). 
Finally, the medical visitor was reminded of the question of 
insurance, and of the fact that there are organizations within 
the profession which exist to secure for him favourable treat- 
ment. The Medical Sickness, Annuity, and Life Assurance 
Society, Ltd. (300, High Holborn, W.C.1), pointed to the 
excellent cover afforded by its sickness and accident policies 
and its various forms of life assurance, including partnership 
assurance and educational policies for children. The Medical 
Insurance Agency (B.M.A. House, Tavistock Square, W.C.1) 
had its representatives to give help and advice to practi- 
tioners, no matter in what class of policy they might be 
interested. The Agency has saved those insured over £50,000 
by way of rebates on premiums, and has also supported the 
charities of the profession to the extent of £30,000. At this 
stand a representative of Mann, Egerton and Co., Ltd., 
official engineers to the Agency, was in attendance to advise 
members with regard to their motor cars. 


The above pretends to be no more than the most cursory 
Sketch of a very full and interesting exhibition, wherein, as 
the President of the Association said in declaring it open, 
tt was shown how vast an amount of energy and ingenuity 
es to the provision of the articles and services of which 
the practitioner makes daily use.
